the person’s lawful control. It shall be unlawful for32

a person to hunt, take, or attempt to take any wildlife33

on or in a baited area.>34

<g. Recreational feeding of waterfowl at federal,40

state, county, or city parks or refuges if not41

otherwise prohibited by the managing agency or42

municipality of such parks or refuges.43

3A. When entering private property, a person44

who is an official or agent of the department, or a45

person accompanying such an official or agent of the46

department shall comply with the provisions of section47

455B.103. The person shall also comply with standard48

biosecurity requirements customarily required by49

the owner of livestock on the property and which are50
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necessary in order to control the spread of disease1

among a livestock or wildlife population.2

4. A person who violates any provision of this3

section is guilty of a simple misdemeanor punishable as4

a scheduled violation under section 805.8B, subsection5

3, paragraph “e”.6

5. In addition to any other penalties imposed7

under this section, a person charged with unlawful8

establishment or maintenance of a baited area shall9

immediately remove all feed from the baited area.10

Failure to do so shall constitute an additional11

violation of this section for each day that the feed12

remains.>13
